Labor camp 
set to close 
after 40 years 


After 40 years of operation, 
the San Gabriel Valley Labor 
Association and its labor camp 
in Rancho Cucamonga will 
close, probably sometime next 
year. 

Begun in the heydey of 
agriculture in the West Valley, 
the labor camp has been home 
to up to 200 farm laborers and 
their families at a time 

But as citrus groves 
disappeared where homes 
cropped up, the number of camp 
residents actually working in 
agriculture dwindled 

Many of the camp’s residents, 
mostly immigrants from Mexico, 
sought other work. 

Last month the association's 
board of directors decided to 
close down its citrus harvesting 
operation and camp sometime 
after Jan. 1, according to apres 
release 

“There is no longer any need 
for the association or for the 
operation of the facilities,’ 
spokesman Fred Dundas said in 
the release. He cited real estate 
development and reduced 
demand for harvest labor as 
reasons. He was not available for 
comment Friday 

Work will still b 
agricultural workers employed 
by the association, Dundas 
stated. Although no specifics 
were given, the release stated 
the association would try to help 
the camp residents find other 
homes

of transmitting tower

It’s official. Upland will be one 
of the sites for the 100-foot 
transmitting towers for car 
telephones to be installed by 
Los Angeles Cellular Telephone 
Co. 

The new site, approved by the 
Planning Commission last week, 
will be at 1276 E. Seventh St., 
near the city’s border with 
Ontario, Planning Director Jeff 
Bloom said. 

The locale, surrounded on two 
sides by a flood control basin 
and by industria! areas on two 
sides, is much more preferable 
than the first proposed site,

Nearly $10 million for new 
schools may be coming to 
Upland. 

Two new elementary schools 
and 25 classrooms for Upland 
High School could possibly be 
built with state loans. 

The funds, if they come, would 
not arrive in time to ease 
potential space problems due to 
the unification of Upland 
schools on July 1. 

Upland High will join the 
Upland School District to form 
the Upland Unified School 
District. 

Relocatable classrooms would 
still be necessary at the high 
school, because it would take 
until 1989 to plan and build 
permanent classrooms there, 
said George Renworth, 
superintendent of both the 
elementary and unified school 
districts in Upland. 


Whether the high school could 
be expanded to hold about 500 
extra students was a key 
question during the unification 
election campaign. 

Renworth said Upland schools 
qualify for the money because of 
their tremendous growth rate 
this year. 


There were 700 more students 
this year in Upland schools, not 
counting the high school. 

The high growth rate made 
this a good year on which to 
base growth projections to be 
submitted to the state, Renworth 
said. 

“It’s likely it won’t be as 
favorable a year from now,” he 
said 


The state allows school 
districts to estimate their five- 
year growth numbers based on 
the current year, Renworth said. 


Some 9,876 students will 
attend Upland schools in the 
1991-92 school year, the 
district’s architect estimated. 
The estimate does not include 
high school students. 


There are now 6,500 students 
in Upland elementary and junior 
high schools. 


“It isn’t guaranteed that we 
will get it even though we're 
eligible for it,’ Renworth 
cautioned. The state has about 
$400 million available for new
